BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


Moscow.—In his recent report to the Foreign Office, H.M, 
Consul at Moscow again points out the advantage of having 
permanent agencies in. the country. . The-best centres . for 
these would be Moscow, .St.. Petersburg, Warsaw and Odessa. 
Russians prefer buying what they have seen.and thoroughly 
examined, even at a higher price. 

The expenses for travellers sre, also. very high. It would seem 
best to have a central agency, in..one,.of, the large towns, 
with smaller agencies, in suitable. places, the managers of 
which would keep the head agent informed ;as_ regards local 
requirements. These agents would naturally have to know Russia 
and the Russian language,.and. would be able to give all explana- 
tions as to prices, carriage, &c., and cost landed free at the buyer's 
residence, which an ordinary traveller can rarely do. One of the 
reasons why the German traveller does so well is that he starts 
fully equipped with all such knowledge, and can usually speak 
both German and Russian. 
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It is suggested that manufacturers interested in non-competing 
branches of industry should unite and have a common agent, 
whereby expenses for an agency would individually be consider- 
ably lightened. 

With reference to the remarks of H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw, 
published on p. 348 of the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal” of the 
20th August, 1903, the Consul at Moscow also states that the 
method of introducing one’s name by advertising is still but little 
practised by British firms, though commercially the press is 
important in Russia. The Germans print periodicals in Russian, 
which have a large circulation, and in which their wares are 
largely advertised. The text is all in Russian and merely the 
name and address of the firm is given in German. 

The one or two similar British papers would seem to appear too 
seldom and to be rather expensive as compared with other organs, 
though they do good work. 

The Consul also points out that advertisements can be sent to 
various bureaux locally, who make all arrangements for translating 
them into Russian and having them inserted in the papers. 

The usual British methods of credit do not find much favour in 
Russia. With the money market so tight but few firms can afford 
or care to pay at short credit. The Germans, once they know the 
firms in question are reliable, are far more elastic in this respect, 
which undoubtedly tells in their favour. 

In respect of getting good information as to the standing of 
firms, with a view to allowing credit, the French firms get great 
assistance from the French banks established in Russia. How- 
ever, the great bureaux for the furnishing of such information in 
Berlin are open to all enquirers, and the information given is often 
better than can be obtained locally. German firms use them a 
great deal, with beneficial results. 

H.M. Consul adds: ‘“‘I have recently received several letters 
from British firms complaining that whereas they had sent 
goods to Russian firms, invoiced ‘‘ cash on delivery,” thay had not 
received the money promptly. I should like again to say that the 
ready money system is not in vogue in Russia, and to add that, 
before sending off goods under such conditions, the Russian firms’ 
acceptance of these conditions must be duly received. By giving 
more elastic terms for payment, German firms undoubtedly do a 


better business. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,062.)

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MAURITIUS. 


The Boaid of Trade have received a copy of an Ordinance (No. 13 
Pe er te of 1903) enacted by the Governor and Council 
Daty on Bugar of the Isle of Mauritius, which came into 
‘operation on the 28th July last and which 

reduces the import duty on refined sugar and sugar candy from 
Rs. 5 25 cts. to Rs. 3 60 cts. per 100 kilogs. 

The present Ordinance further repeals Item No. 9 of Schedule C 
of Ordinance No. 29 of 1895, and substitutes the following :— 

“Wearing apparel (arriving as baggage by steamers, but not by 
parcel post), luggage, or any instrument intended for professional 
use, if it be the property of a person coming to the Colony and for 
his personal use, and if it arrives within three months before or 
after the arrival of such person.” 

Under the previous Ordinance the regulations were as follows:—

arrival of such person.” 





ITALY. 


A translation has been received at the Board of Trade, through the 
Taxation of Spirit Foreign Office, of a Law dated 22nd March, 
for Indust a 1903, relating to the taxation, &c., of spirit 
Pu used for industrial purposes in Italy. The 
smiticte following are the more important provisions of 

the Law :— 

The manufacture of spirit derived from wine lees, and other by- 
products of wine, is exempt from taxation when the spirit is 
adulterated or intended exclusively for lighting, heating, motive, 
or other industrial purposes. 

Spirit derived from non-vinous products, denatured and 
intended for the same purposes, is subject to a tax of 15 centesimi 
per degree and per hectol. 

Denaturated spirit is exempt from octroi duty or any other 
local tax. 

The surtax on imported spirit, corresponding to the manu- 
facturing tax on the home-produced article, which, under Article 1 
of the Law of 30th January, 1896, is leviable on spirit (not 
denatured) extracted from any substance and intended exclusively 
for industrial purposes, is increased by 10 centesimi per degres 
and per hectol.

Waste or the refuse of shoddy used in woollen manufactures im- 
ported for use in the manufacture of a fertiliser, is not entitled to 
free entry under paragraph 569 of the Tariff as a manure, but is 
dutiable under paragraph 362 at the rate of 20 cents per lb. 

Jatropha nuts.—So-called “Jatropha nuts,” the fruit of the 
Aleurites triloba (candle tree) of the family of castor-oil plants, a 
native of the Moluccas and some of the Pacific Islands, from which 
oil used for the same purposes as linseed oil and having cathartic 
properties is obtained by expression, are exempt from duty as 
non-edible nuts ‘‘ which are drugs,” under paragraph 548 of the 
Tariff, and are not dutiable at 25 cents per bushel as oil seeds 
under paragraph 254. 

Gauge glasses, made by the process of glass blowing, and not to 
be further manipulated by glass makers, but which are in their 
completed condition and ready for use, are ‘‘ blown glassware,”’ 
and dutiable as such under paragraph 100 of the Tariff at the rate 
of 60 per cent. ad valorem, and not under paragraph 112 as manu- 
factures of glass, not specially provided for. | 

Paraffin liquid and paraffin molle, articles made in part from 
Russian petroleum, but not in chief value thereof, are not charge- 
able with the countervailing duty (which is, by law, to be equal 
to that imposed by the country of production on petroleum or

its products from the United States).. Such articles, being com- 
mercially known as paraffin, are entitled to free entry as such under 
paragraph 633. 


“* Jet buckles,” so-called, made of glass and metal, glass being the 
component article of chief value, of a plain black colour, are duti- 
able at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 112 of 
the Tariff as manufactures of glass, and not at 60 per cent. under 
paragraph 100 as “articles of glass, cut, engraved, painted, 
coloured, stained, . . . or otherwise ornamented, decorated, 
or ground,” &c. 


Nitronaphthalin, consisting of a powder made by the treatment 
of naphthalin with nitric acid, and used for de-blooming metal, is 
dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad valorem under the provisions 
of paragraph 15 of the Tariff. 


Old cannon, made from composition metal, although of obsolete 
patterns and unfit for use as cannon, are dutiable as manufactures 
of metal, under paragraph 193 of the Tariff. Such articles, never 
having lost their character as manufactured articles are dutiable at 
the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem as manufactures of metal, and 
are not entitled to free entry as old metal, fit only for remanu- 
facture. 


Chamois skins, dry-salted, untanned, and with the hair on, are 
free of duty under paragraph 664 of the Tariff as ‘‘ skins of all 
kinds, raw,” and are not dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem under 
paragraph 438. 


Embroidery cottons.—Cotton threads in large skeins of about 
70 inches in perimeter measurement, are dutiable according to 
their chief use—viz., as embroidery cottons—at the rate of one- 
half of 1 cent per 100 yards, under the provisions of paragraph 303 
of the Tariff. 


Resistance strips.—So-called ‘ resistance strips,” composed of 
nickel alloy, nickel being the component material of chief value, 
in rolls 200 feet long and 2 inches wide, are dutiable as unenume- 
rated manufactures of metal at the rate of 45 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 193 of the Tariff, and are not dutiable under the 
provision of paragraph 185 as ‘nickel alloy . . . im pigs, 
ingots, bars, or sheets.” 


Skins for morocco.—The expression ‘‘skins for morocco,” in 
paragraph 438 of the Tariff, means such skins as are commonly or 
chiefly used for the manufacture of morocco leather. 


Pigskins.—Pigskins tanned, but unfinished, which are used 
occasionally for morocco, but chiefly for othe: purposes, are not 
dutiable under the provision in paragraph 438 of the Tariff for 
‘‘ skins for morocco, tanned but unfinished.” 
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Hop cloth.—Jute fabrics, known on the Pacific coast as hop cloth 
and used as such, made of plain woven fabrics of single jute yarns 
of a comparatively fine texture, are dutiable according to count of 
threads and weight under the provisions of paragraph 341 of the 


Tariff. 
Milk albumen.—Certain milk albumen is held to be free of duty 
as “albumen not specially provided for” under paragraph 468 of 


the Tariff. 


Halved lemons and oranges in brine.—-Oranges and lemons cut in 
two and immersed in brine, which arrive with the pulp in an 
inedible state and more or less separated from the peel, are exempt 
from duty as fruits in brine under paragraph 559 of the Tariff, and 
are not dutiable as orange peel or lemon peel, preserved, at 2 cents 
per pound under paragraph 267, or at 1 cent per pound as oranges 
or lemons under paragraph 266. 


Barrels containing the said fruit are not within the provisions of 
paragraph 205, imposing 30 per cent. ad valorem upon barrels 
containing lemons and oranges, but are free as the usual coverings 
of their contents. 


Cork stopper tubes—Small tubes used in fitting and holding 
hollow metal stoppers are not corks within the purview of para- 
graph 416 of the Tariff. Such articles are dutiable as manufactures 
of cork under paragraph 448 at the rate of 25° per cent. ad valorem. 


Fumigating paper, called Armenian paper, is dutiable at the rate 
of 25 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 402 of the Tariff, 
as paper not specially provided for. Such paper is not dutiable 
as an article of perfumery, nor as a medicinal preparation or a 


chemical compound. 


Sapphire compass, meter, and electrical jewels, about one-sixteenth 
of an inch in length and diameter, concave or cup-shaped at one 
end and flat at the other, made of Oriental or Ceylon sapphires, 
are dutiable, either directly or by similitude, as precious stones, at 
the rate of 10 per cent. ad valorem under the provisions of para- 


graph 435 of the Tariff. 


Steel, cold-rolled, smoothed only.—Strips of steel which have been 
cleaned by acid and subsequently cold-rolled until the surface has 
become brightened, are dutiable under paragraph 141 of the Tariff, 
at the rate of 1 cent per pound in addition to the rates imposed 
thereon by paragraph 135. It is not necessary that the brightened 
surface should be produced by a separate and independent process 
similar to polishing, but sufficient if it is brightened as a result 


of cold rolling. 
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Scrap tobacco.—Small pieces of leaf tobacco, a by-product in the 
scenaitinte of cigars, are dutiable under the provisions of para- 
graph 215 of the Tariff, as tobacco unmanufactured, at the rate of 
59 cents per pound, and are not dutiable as filler tobacco or waste. 


Imitation cameos and intaglios.—Imitation cameos and intaglios 
produced by a single process of moulding or pressing glass or 
paste, made in imitation of precious stones and not exceeding an 
inch in dimensions, are dutiable at the rate of 20 per cent. ad 
valorem under the provisions of paragraph 435 of the Tariff.

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SHIPPING AND TRANSPORT. 


PORTUGAL—LOURENGCO MARQUES. 


In his recent report to the Foreign Office, the Acting British 
Consul-General at Lourengo Marques remarks 
Port Facilities at that as a natural harbour Delagoa Bay leaves 


Delagoa Bay: jittle to be desired, but as a commercial port 
much could be done to add to its value. All goods have to be 
transported to the shore in lighters and the available wharf space 
for these and the shed accommodation for the protection of 
perishable articles are inadequate. With the exception of three 
or four small cranes there is no machinery for dealing with goods, 
and, should there be more than the usual number of cargoes in 
port, the result is hopeless congestion. 

New works are, however, in course of construction, and will 
consist, when completed, of 1,770 yds. of wharf with 25 ft. of 
water alongside at low tide. The first section of the new work, 
measuring 240 yds, in length, was to have been completed and 
ready for use in April, 1903, and will no doubt be in working order 
by the end of the year. The third section is to be assigned to the 
al export trade, and the erection of modern machinery capable 
of dealing economically with that mineral is contemplated. 

Although the construction of the wharf will facilitate and cheapen 
the landing of goods, it must be borne in mind that Lourengo 
Marques is, for all practical purposes, a forwarding station for the 
Transvaal, and that, as such, its value depends as much, if not 
more, upon the facilities it offers for moving the goods landed as 
upon its capacity to receive sea-borne merchandise. 

As regards the transit trade, therefore, adds the Consul-General, 
the utility of the port is limited by the carrying capacity of the 
railway. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,067.) 





SPAIN. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from H.M. 
Floatine Coal Consul-General at Bilbao, enclosing a copy of a 
Devat neg circular which has recently been issued by a 
er 40.

The Consul-General adds that this venture may prove of some 
convenience and utility for passing steamers which may have run 
short of coal owing to various circumstances, especially as. they 
will be able to come in at any time of the night or day, in any 
weather, and will be free of all charges beyond entrance pilotage, 
and also obtain their coal at a reduction of two and a-half pesetas 
on the rates charged up the river.

The line was immediately leased to Brazilian citizens who 
obtained very easy terms, it merely being stipulated that the lessees 
shall deposit the sum of 2,500/. as a guarantee, and undertake to 
make half-yearly payments of 10 per cent. of the gross takings 
and further keep the line in good working order. | 

The new bridge over the Paraguasu River, and the road to 
Mundo Novo, are being actively constructed by the British 
engineer who has contracted for the work. It is hoped that should 
nothing unforeseen occur, the work will be finished by the end of 
1903. The steel bridge, which weighs 280 tons and is 104 metres 
in length, was built in London and is already at Cachoeira. The 
necessary road locomotives have likewise been ordered from. the 
United Kingdom. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,061.) 


REPUBLIC OF COLOMBIA.

The Act provides that the Governor in Council may authorise 


the payment of the following bounties on pig-iron, puddled-iron, 
bars and steel billets made in Newfoundland, viz. :— 

1. A bounty of 1°50 dols. per ton on pig-iron made in Newfound- 
land from ore fuel and flux, the products of Newfoundland. 

2. A bounty of 1 dol. per ton on pig-iron made in Newfound- 
land from ore and flux, the products of Newfoundland. 

3. A bounty of 1 dol. per isa on puddled-iron bars manufactured 
from pig-iron, made in Newfoundland from Newfoundland ore. 

4. A bounty of 1 dol. per ton on steel billets, manufactured in 
Newfoundland from pig-iron (made in Newfoundland from New- 
foundland ore), and such other ingredients as are necessary and 
usual in the manufacture of steel billets, the proportion of such in- 
gredients to be regulated by order of the Governor in Council ; 

provided that in computing the bounty no payments shall be made 
with respect to foreign ores or metal produced therefrom used in 
the products herein mentioned. 

The said bounties shall be applicable until the 30th June, 1910, 
and shall be payable and be ateite reduced in accordance with 
the provisions set forth in Section 2 of the Act, which may be 
seen by persons interested on application to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade, 50, Parliament Street, 
S.W., any day between the hours of 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. (Satur- 
days, 10 a.m. to 1 p.m.). 





SPAIN. 


H.M. Consul-General at Barcelona, in his report to the Foreign 
New Industries - Office (Annual Serres, 3,053), states that during 
Aanhelte Gece 1902 a most important industry, new to Spain, 
P Licnite » wasstarted. The Compania General de Asfaltos 
aw mcd y Portland has been formed, with an initial 
capital of 100,000/. fully paid up, the capital 
supplied being entirely Spanish. The object is the working of an 
extensive mineral zone comprising asphalte, cement, lignite coal 
and petroleum. Orders for the cement-making machinery and 
other equipment were placed in the United States. 

It is estimated that, at the commencement, an output of 30,000 
tons of Portland cement will be effected yearly, but the plant is 
constructed to produce 500 barrels of the highest grade cement 
per day. The property is situated at Poblade Lillet, in the 
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extreme north of the Principality. of Catalonia, at the foot of the 
Pyrenees at 35 kiloms. from the station of Ripoll, and a great deal 
of money has had to be spent in constructing temporary roads and 
bridges from the mines to the nearest railway station, and a high- 
power locomobile is being used to haul the machinery over these 
roads ; later on it is hoped to establish the railway line right up to 
the mines. 7 

The lignite coal mines, says the Consul-General, which are situated 
at the foot of Mount Cattleras, show important veins of mineral 
almost vertical and of a thickness of about 80 centims. Samples 
of this coal were shown at an exhibition held at Barcelona during 
the year and obtained the second prize. The heating power was 
proved to be 5,505 calories. 


FRANCE. 

The British Vice-Consul at St. Etienne reports that the production 
Coal Production of the coal pits of the basin of the Loire, which 
ot'iie in 1901 amounted to 3,796,136 tons, fell in 1902 
Salen Wnnin nearly 700,000 tons. The explanation of this 
lies in the fact that the companies, on account of 
the small demand, only worked five days out of six, up to the 
moment of the strike, and secondly, on account of the strike that 
lasted from 8th October to 28th November. (Foreign Office, 

Annual Series, 3,056.) | 








BRAZIL. 

‘“ Brazil,” remarks H.M. Consul-General at Rio de Janeiro in his 

recent report to the Foreign Office, “ abounds 

Mineral Wealth. in mineral wealth not yet wholly explored, and 

the development of which would assure her 

future prosperity. Without giving a lengthy description of the 

mining enterprise, a few remarks will suffice to demonstrate its 

present position and why it is that minerals do not hold a more 
prominent position in the export trade. 

“The mining industry in Brazil is beset by many difficulties, 
and numerous causes debar the investment of foreign capital and 
enterprise necessary to its proper development. Great difficulty is 
experienced in legalising title deeds; owners of mineral-bearing 
properties, in attempting to repister them, experience an infinite 
amount of trouble from their neighbours and often from mere 
speculators, who advance claims and raise difficulties. Means of 
communication are wanting, existing railway transport is in many 
instances defective, through want of rolling-stock and the necessity 
to transfer from one gauge to another. 

“The ‘mining law of the State of Minas Geraes is now under 
discussion, with a view to legislate in favour of mine owners. 

“Gold dredging has. been started and there are now two 
companies at work, and favourable results may shortly be 
expected.” (Foreign Office, Annual Serves, 3,050.) 
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YARNS AND TEXTILES. 
FRANCE. 


The British Vice-Consul at St. Etienne, in a recent report, states 
Velvet that the year 1901 showed a marked advance 

ta ialsilee in the production of St. Etienne, particularly 
at St. Etienne. in the output of velvet. The year 1902, how- 
ever, was slightly less favourable, especially SO 


far as prices were concerned. The total yalue of the production 
is estimated at 3,689,328]. as against 3,778,905/. in 1901, but 
exceeds the average of the last five years, namely, 3,523, 1271. 
Despite foreign competition, notably that of Bale, the St. Etienne 
industry has not lost ground; on the other hand an increase is 
noticeable in velvet ribbon. 


TURKEY. 


In a Foreign Office report just published, H.M. Consul at Damascus 
Damascus Silks ‘tte that Damascus silk and cotton (mixed in 
varying proportions) fabrics are exported to 

and Cottons ' 

’ Egypt, Smyrna, Constantinople, different parts 
of Anatolia, and, of course, to all parts of Syria, Palestine and 
Mesopotamia ; there is a very small—indeed insignificant—export- 
ation of these goods to Europe and America. They are of various 
kinds and qualities, but that of which the “gombaz” (ordinary 
long native garment enveloping the whole figure) is made commands 
by far the largest sale, probably 80 per cent. of the whole trade. 
A piece of silk which is sufficient for one gombaz is called “sayeh,” 
and is about six yards in length. A sayeh will fetch any price 
almost from 3s. to 11. 10s., according to the amount of silk put 
into it. 

There are 2,000 looms engaged in this industry by which 2,000 
families are supported. Not only so, but, at least a dozen 
other trades are connected with and dependent on this industry, 
which supports many thousands of people in Damascus. Other 
silk (or rather silk and cotton) articles woven are “ Kefliyehs ri 
(a kind of puggaree worn round the head), “ Melayehs” (outside 
garment covering the whole female fi gure), “Cutni,” “ Shal,” 
‘“Créshi” (known in the trade as “crepon”), “ Zannars” (cum- 
merbunds), ‘‘ Bawashi” (material for making turbans), curtains, 
divan covers, hangings oi all sorts, &c. 

Further on in the same report H.M. Consul states that Homs is 
the most important cotton (and, to a certain extent, silk) weaving 
centre in the whole of Syria and Palestine, having as many as 
5,000 looms, of which the annual output may be reckoned at 
1,500,000 pieces of cloth, of a minimum value of 150,0001., of 
which a small part remains in the country and the rest is exported 
to Damascus, Constantinople, Smyrna and Egypt. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,059.)

RUSSIA. 


H.M. Consul-Genera] at St. Petersburg includes in his recent 
report a statement to the effect that, notwith- 
Grain Harvest. standing some unfavourable conditions of 
weather, superabundance of rain in the northern, 
non-black soil provinces, and scarcity of it in the southern and 
south-eastern, the grain harvest is reported by the Central 
Statistical Bureau of the Ministry of the Interior to have proved a 
satisfactory one, and for all crops one above the average. According 
to that bureau, the area of cultivation of all cereals throughout the 
72 provinces of the Empire amounted to 214,995,934 acres, of 
which the spring sown grain occupied 127,960,711 acres, or 59°5 
per cent., and the autumn sown 87,035,223 acres, or 40°5 per cent. 
The total net yield of all grain, after deducting the quantity 
necessary for sowing in the above provinces and regions, is stated 
to have amounted to 55,270,900 tons. (Foreign Office, Annual 
Series, 3,062.) 


FRANCE-SOCIETY ISLANDS. 


H.M. Consul at Tahiti reports that, except in a few instances, 
Vanilla where great care has been exercised in the 
Scatinstiien selection of the vine before planting, in its 
subsequent cultivation and in the preparation 
of its bean, vanilla is no longer a lucrative production in Tahiti, 
owing to the inefficient and unskilled manner in which the bean 
has oftentimes been cured and prepared for shipment, to large 
stocks on hand at Bordeaux, San Francisco, and other places, and 
to its indifferent quality compared with that from Mexico, Bourbon, 
Seychelles, Fiji, &c. 
In 1893 the price of Tahiti vanilla averaged 2s. 73d. per lb. 
and its export was practically insignificant. In 1896 its market 
value had increased to prices ranging between 4s. 64d. and 9s, 1d.

BRAZIL. 


H.M. Consul at Bahia reports that the 1902 crop of cocoa was the 
Dincic sal largest known. Heavy rains either destroyed a 
mired considerable portion of the new fruit or pre- 
vented it from ripening, otherwise even still 

larger quantities would have reached market. 

The new plantations in the districts of Ilheos, Una and neigh- 
bouring districts are coming into bearing and supplied 50 per cent. 
of the total crop. From April, 1902, to March, 1903, 300,000 bags 
were shipped to Europe and the United States. The 1901-02 crop 
only furnished 232,000 bags, so that the season’s increase consisted 
of 68,000 bags (29 per cent.). 

The quality was certainly below the average, having deteriorated 
owing to the rains, and claims arose in Europe respecting many of 
the parcels shipped, nearly all of them being settled in favour of the 
buyer. 

Exporters are very dissatisfied at these decisions. Their conten- 
tion is that as sales are usually made in Brazil as being on “the 
average of the season’s crop,” they are free from liability, once it is 
proved that the average of the year’s crop is of inferior quality. 

Prices opened at from 2. 12s. to 2l. 16s. per cwt. (cost and 
freight), but later fell to 2. 9s. per cwt., large crops in Brazil and 
other countries and the poor quality of the cocoa being accountable 
for the drop in prices. 

It is presumed that the 1903-04 crop will amount to some 
300,000 bags, but no improvement is noticeable in the method of 
gathering or the preparation of the bean. If planters could only 
be persuaded that it is in their own interest to give more care and 
attention to these important operations the quality would certainly 
improve. At present, in proportion to the increase in the area of 
production, there is a falling-off in the care shown to the bean, and 
the same primitive methods continue to be employed when the 
crop is gathered. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,061.)

TRADE RETURNS OF THE UNITED KINGDOM. 


The Monthly Accounts relating to the Trade and Navigation of 
the United Kingdom for the month of July, 1903, have been 
published. The accounts, which are issued on the 7th or 8th of
